IN ihf sl^#^P4r^ of Architetl ore (which noble AnihtlMiii- 
ntnt Author will doubtlefs purfnc and improve 10 all its 
parts,) are explained the Origin and Principles of if ^aod the Pni- 
diqueof the Five Orders, according to the dv)6rineof f itrtivim 
and his principal Followers, and thedoi^rineof the three mod 
renowned Architeds that have written amjngfl thiC Moderns, to 
Wit, Vigncle^ Fallddio^ and ScampzzL 

For the Improvement of which Art his Majtfly of Fr^w^ hath 
inftituted an Academy at Pahs ^ which meets weekly to confer a- 
bout that fiibjeft, and thereby endeavours co free Archite^ure 
fromics vicious drefles, to retrench the abufes which the igno- 
rance and prefumption of Workmen had introduced , and co en^ 
rich f he iatne with thofe natural embelliflbments and graces, which 
have rendred it fo commendable among the Ancient ; not forgetting 
to teach in the fame the exadefl and moft correft Rules of Archi- 
tedure, and fo to form a Seminary of young Arch|teils, to be en- 
couraged by ccYtmi l;rakf4ms or prices for fuchas ilialldo bell, 
and thefe to be fent afterw^ards, at his faid Ma jellies charges, into 
ha/jf, there to perfeft their knowledge and skill, and fo to be 
made capable to ferve him in the Survey of his Buildings all over 
his Kingdom. And becanfe the knowledge of the precepts of 
AixhireOure is nor fufficient by it felf alone to make an Architeft^ 
this Skill fiippollng many other accomi)liflHiients, the faid King 
hiih appointed, that in the fame Academy fliould be taught the 
other Sciences that are abfolutely neceflary toArchite^s, fuchas 
ixx^ Gfometry, Aritbmctkk, t\\cMe€hamcks^ liydrmlkks^ Gmmc- 
mcks, hortfjihtim, Ferfpeffive^ and t he 1 ike. 

Ihhjirji Part being merely Praftical as to the Five Orders , the 
Author ha h altogether applied hitnfcjf to fljew with great p'ain* 
neft, which are the moll correfl: Praftifes to beufed therein, be- 
ginning with that oiVitravim, and explaining him by the Praftick 
of his bed Interpreters or Imitators, fuch as are Fhilmder^ Dmkl 
Barkiro, Serlh, Alkrti^i^^c. And feeing that the dodrineof //- 
'THviHs is uicrely that of the Gncim Archi teds that had preceded

him , and that thofe that came after him and the Romans have 
much improved thofe firll Inventions; this Author, unwilling to 
fubjc<a his Auditors altogether to the precepts of that ancient 
Writer, hath chofcn among the Moderns thofe three Archite^s^ 
that have the mod univerkil approbation, co deliver their thoughti> 
upon each of thofe Orders, and to give us the eafieji means to put 
them in i^raflife^ for v^hich end he hath not fcrupled to make 
feveral altevauonsin their method. 

In the Second he intends to be much larger, and fully to explain 
what hath but been touched in this Firfl: parr, and [o compare the 
Sentiments which Architeds have entertained amongfl: themfelvcs, 
concerning the luft Examples of the Ancients. And 'tis lioj)cd, 
he will haften fo dehrable a workj as much as the nature of ic will
